New Guidelines are in place for

Dutch Recipe 


By popular demand we show an old Dutch ` mum 
recipe, how to make sumptuous homemade 
Dutch Bitterballen and Croquetten. 


DUTCH CROQUETS/BITTER BALLEN. 
Step 1 - Stock 

Ikg Good quality Gravy Beef . 

2 litres Water. 

2 Continental Jelly Beef Stocks. 


In large pot — spray with Canola Spray — brown meat ^ ' | 
slightly. Cover with water add stock jellies place lid on pot slightly ajar uds simmer until 
meat starts to fall apart. 

Cool then refrigerate — when cold remove fat from top of stock. 


Step 2 — Mixture 

250g Butter. 

1 Cup Plain Flour. 

Keens Curry Powder — this is the secret to the flavour. Finely chopped Parsley and Salt . 
Add extra hot Water — if needed. 

Drain meat but reserve the stock - Shred meat by pulling sinew with grain — discarding fat. 
In large pot — melt butter, add flour and cook slowly over low heat for 1 min — stirring 
continuously. 

Slowly add stock stirring between each addition. 

When you reach a consistency where you pick up a spoon full of mixture and you have to 
slightly shake it off of spoon stop adding stock. 

If mixture seems too runny mix two satchels of gelatine, according to box instructions with 
hot stock if you have some left over or hot water add to mixture now. 

With heat on low add meat, about 1 - 2 tbs Curry Powder, 1 tbs Parsley and at least 1 tsp of 
salt. Mix until combined — taste — if requires more curry, parsley or salt now is a good time 
to add. 

If mixture seems too thick add some more stock — make sure you cook it through. 

Allow to cool with tea towel over the top of pot then refrigerate — do not put a lid on 
mixture as this causes it to get moisture in pot and can turn your mixture from thick to yuck. 
Day 3 - Rolling 

Mixture of Cornflour ἅς Plain Flour Bread Crumbs 2 eggs blended with % cup milk. 

Roll spoonful of mixture into Bitter balls or Croquettes)—coat with flour, then in egg and 
last in breadcrumbs. 

Continue until all mixture is used. If freezing them, coat with eggs and crumbs again. 

To serve; Deep fry in very hot oil, when golden brown drain on paper towel and serve with 
French mustard.

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The battles against the water by the Dutch 


During Night and Storm Tide 
A translation of a book by P.A De Rover entitled *In Nacht en Stormgetij". 


On the Sunday morning (1 Feb), the first news reports about the disaster are broadcast over the 
radio. Eight dead in Hontenisse (Zeeuws Vlaanderen). That's when the first calls for help are 
heard. And help was coming. The fishermen from Urk took to their boats and sailed towards the 
stricken areas. The fishermen from Ierseke perform miracles and displayed immense bravery. Boys 
from Doesburg set off in an old boat, on their own volition, rescuing tens of people. Many ships of 
all sorts; rowboats to big motor vessels, houseboats and steamships, luxury yachts to the Royal 
yacht "Piet Hein", all sail towards the various regions. The rowboats and smaller fishing boats are 
able to push through the broken dikes and rescue hundreds from roofs, attics and out of trees. 


Those DuckWs, those wondrous boats, which ride like cars on dry land and sail like boats on 
water, aid and speed up the rescue effort. Many aeroplanes skim over the endless water expanses 
and drop food, medicine and sandbags, many sandbags, in order to close the huge holes in the 
dikes. 


They also drop rubber boats. But a rubber boat is somewhat dangerous inside a polder, where 
barbed wire is used to section off various paddocks. Such rubber boats will drift over barbed wire, 
get snagged, spring a leak, deflate and then the people in that boat drown. Another rubber boat 
drifted close to, but out of reach of people on a roof, who were eagerly awaiting for their rescue. 
Stupidly and rudderless, it drifts past, at just a few meters distant, like a ball being played by the 
wind and waves, and not one of the distraught persons on that roof is able to reach it. Then it gets 
trapped in an orchard amongst the trees near a home. It bobbed along, aimlessly and without any 
purpose. The water is mocking the misery of the distraught people. 


A rubber boat is a flimsy, unstable thing. A swimming horse strikes it with its leg. The boat tips 
over and the people, who saw this as their rescue, drown. Amazing rescue efforts are made by 
those wonderful aeroplanes that we call helicopters. Rotating with those giant horizontal windmill 
blades, they are able to stand still in the sky and descent slowly. They stay well above the roofs and 
trees; they lower a rope with a noose at the end. Α man, a woman and a child put that noose around 
themselves and like that, they were transported to a safe location. The watery grave watched as yet 
another of its potential victims has slipped away. But no ..., not always. A woman is hanging in the 
noose. She has gone stiff from the bitter cold. Even before the pilot was able to pull her up, she 
slipped out of the noose. From a height of 10 meters, she fell into the water. Hastily, the watery 
grave closed over her. Did she not put that noose on properly? 


A helicopter comes above a farm, in which twelve people are sheltering together. The noose is 
pulled through the roof window. It takes ages before anyone appears on the noose, much too long. 
Are they afraid to put it on? Did they have to 
discuss as to who was to go first? But finally, 
someone appeared, just in time to be rescued. 
Because, no sooner did it rise with his living load 
from the roof, when the farmhouse imploded and 
all those who were in that attic were carried 
away by the waves. Had this happened only a 
few seconds earlier, then even the helicopter 
with that brave pilot would have been pulled 
down into the water. And yet, thousands of 
soldiers, civilians, men and boys, rescued 
thousands. Women fed them, nursed them, and 
looked after them. 


Dear people, it is impossible to describe the size 
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The battles against the water by the Dutch 


of this calamity. Nor the size of the enormous rescue effort; neither the size of the sorrow; the size 
of that wonderful charity; the size of the aid from many parts of the world, from England which 
had also been affected by this storm, from Belgium where they also had a storm disaster, from 
France, Italy, Sweden, Germany, Russia, Denmark, Norway, from many parts of the world. 


The assistances are in the form of goods and money, also the aid from our own Citizens, who 
donated a collective total of 20 million kgs in clothing. (Oh, how wonderfully those boys and girls 
walked around collecting these gifts), to help all those people who were bereft of everything they 
had. 


Our country set up a "Disaster Relief Fund", in which nearly 120 Million guldens had been 
donated, by us, that is you and me, everyone who wanted to make a contribution. 


It was impossible to measure the depth of this colossal sorrow; nor the size of the aid. We all lived 
through this most terrible of tragedies and the terrible consequences thereof. The scars that are left 
behind from this disaster are impossible to erase by anything or anyone. Not even by our Royal 
Family, who displayed their utmost sorrow and sympathy. 


Our Queen visited the disaster areas more than once and she tried to give solace and comfort. She 
defied storm, hail, and snow as well as water. This was also done by Prins Bernhard as well as our 
elderly Princess Wilhelmina. We admire our Royal Family for this. Our love for them has grown 
even more deeply because of this. 


Wherever there was a need, Orange was there. 
Wherever there is a need, Orange will be there, 
even now. 


By the thousands, people who lost everything, 
were rescued from the stricken regions in order to 
find accommodation via Rotterdam and Utrecht 
with friendly and helpful Citizens. The evacuated 
people returned to their devastated homes. They 
cleaned away all the thick layers of stinking mud 
from their homes. That is, for those whose homes 
were completely or mostly still intact. The 
farmers returned to their fields. They remove a 
thick layer of silt and sand. The paddocks were 
grey, monotone without anything green, as if it was a desert. They separated thousands of bricks 
and rooftiles, before they could put the plough through the fields. The soil was salinized by the salt 
water from the sea. But they will be able to grow crops again after the application of Gypsum and 
plenty of rainwater, once the dikes are closed again. But still, not all dikes were closed quickly; a 
hole that is a couple of kilometres long and 40 meters deep cannot be closed quickly. The low and 
high tides flowed through there long after. 


We retrieved affected people from deep in the Alblasserwaard, that Sunday the 1* February. 


In a pitch black night, aided only by faint lighting from their stable lanterns, the farmers drove their 
cattle to a high dike. On several occasions, we stood with our car in a big herd of anxious cows, so 
that we could neither go forwards nor backwards. And yet, we had to get ahead of the approaching 
water. During this time, we felt that terrible tension, that those animals must have felt, for hours. 
We stood in the heart of “Het Land van Altena", where the cadavers with their swollen stomachs 
and gazed eyes drifted around in that water, or had been stacked beside the road, waiting to be 
collected and taken to the destruction facilities. 


We saw the destruction in the Western part of Noord-Brabant, near Rilland Bath, where they 
struggled for weeks against the fast flowing water before they could close the dike. We stood, or 
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rather clambered over the Molendijk near 's 
Gravendeel, where the water caused 
enormous turmoil, where a house, in which 
many people had sought shelter, was swept 
away in one almighty wave. We stood in 
Stavenisse near the Kerkweg, where only a 
few piles of rubble remained. We spoke with 
the Headmaster, who was already running the 
school again. His school bordered the Church 
and wasn't destroyed. But oh, how 
devastated it looked on the inside. 


We talked with that young lad, who saw his 
whole family drown in front of his eyes. No, 
we didn't talk much, we only exchanged a 
few words. We didn't dare, we couldn't ask. The sorrow was too big. We stood by silently next to 
so many, who lost .... The sorrow, their sorrow, our sorrow brought a lump into our throats. 
Sometimes we were prompted to provide solace and comfort. Ah, what use are words in times like 
these? . 


And yet, we saw the thousands and thousands bags of sand being placed by those lads who worked 
day and night in storm and water, in hail, snow and that biting cold, to fill that hole in the dike, 
putting themselves in danger during a sheer hopeless time, kept digging and fighting that water. 


We saw a woman try and clean her damaged home by removing that foul stinking mud, how she 
scrubbed her salt ridden furniture, and how she separated the wet family photos and placed them in 
the sun to dry (those precious memories). We saw a farmer, who tried to plough his salinized soil 
as to sow some barley, as barley can sustain some salt in the soil. We saw children play on the 
walls of sandbags and a girl, who had a doll, which hadn't washed away and she changed it into 
clean, dry clothes. 


When we saw all this, we remembered the poem by Anton van Duinkerken in his beautiful *Nieuw 
Nederlands Lied." 


(This song is too difficult to translate as the rhyme will be lost and its pure meaning be diminished. So, I have not 
translated this.) 


Beter dan in blijder dagen weet de Nederlandse man, dat hij, waar de tijden plagen, dragen 
moet zoveel hij kan; doch niet slaafs en niet verbijsterd, niet gehavend naar het hart; dapper, 
als het lot hem teistert, draagt de Nederlander smart.

When we thought about that poem, there was sun on 
the waves. Because, even during this, one of the 
greatest water disasters ever, in our low-lying lands, 
life could not be extinguished.
